Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  report  on  the- 
health  of  your  district  during  1912. 

(a)  Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

(i)  Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. 

The  area  of  the  disirict  is  2,331  acres. 

'The  district  is  partly  Urban,  partly  Rural,  and  contains. 
North  Camp.  It  is  triangular  in  shape,  bounded  on  the  east 
side  by  the  River  Blackwater,  which  joins  the  Cove  Brook  on 
the  north,  forming  the  apex  of  the  triangle  ; the  base  of  the 
triangle  is  a line  drawn  from  the  bridge  over  the  Blackwater 
near  the  North  Camp  Station  (S.E.R.)  to  a point  a few  yards 
from  where  the  Portsmouth  Road  crosses  the  Basingstoke 
Canal. 

The  altitude  above  sea  level  varies  from  273  feet  near  the 
Queen’s  Hotel  to  202  feet  in  the  apex  of  the  triangle,  at  the 
junction  of  the  Cove  Brook  and  the  River  Blackwater. 

There  is  a general  slope  from  the  highest  point  towards 
the  north  and  east. 

The  soil  consists  of  about  30  feet  of  sandy  gravel  over- 
lying  the  Bagshot  sands,  the  chalk  being  at  a depth  of  about 

350  feet. 

In  the  low-lying  portions  of  the  district  the  sub-soil 
water  is  within  two  or  three  feet  of  the  surface  ; in  the  higher 
parts  it  is  at  a depth  of  about  30  feet. 

The  portions  of  the  district  bordering  on  the  River  Black- 
water are  liable  to  flood. 


(2)  Population. 

The  total  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year, 
is  14,566,  and  the  civilian  population  is  8,551.  The  average 
number  of  persons  per  house,  excluding  barracks,  is  5'2. 

(3)  Social  Conditions. 

The  only  special  industry  in  the  district  is  the  manu- 
facture of  Air  Craft,  at  the  Air  Craft  Factory  of  H.M.  War 
Department. 

The  working  classes  consists  of  labourers,  artisans 
mechanics  and  soldiers. 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  dispensaries  in  the  district. 

There  is  very  little  overcrowding,  but  there  is  a shortage 
of  artisan’s  dwellings,  with  the  result  that  houses  which  are 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  are  occupied  by  more  than  one 
family.  This  matter  the  Council  have  under  consideration. 

(b)  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived 
partly  from  shallow  wells  and  partly  from  the  Frimley  and 
Farnborough  District  Water  Co.  Eighty  houses  derive  their 
supply  from  shallow  wells,,  and  the  rest  are  connected  witli 
the  Company’s  mains.  The  supply  is  constant  and  sufficient, 
and  the  water  is  of  good  quality.  The  Company  obtain  their 
water  from  deep  wells,  and  the  possibility  of  contamination 
is  therefore  slight. 

During  the  summer  several  complaints  were  received 
concerning  a green  fungus  in  the  water.  Samples  were  taken 
and  examined,  the  analyst’s  report  stating  that  “ No  exception 
can  be  taken  to  the  use  of  this  water  upon  bacteriological 
grounds'”  The  chemical  report  on  the  same  sample 
stated  that,  “By microscopical  examination  of  the  suspended 
matter,  it  was  found  to  consist  of  filaments  of  the  Alga 
Ulothrix,  which  indicates  that  surface  water  has  gained  access 
to  the  main  supply,  and  that  it  has  been  exposed  to  light. 
No  exception  can  be  taken  to  its  use  on  chemical  grounds.” 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  district  is  bounded  by  the 
River  Blackwater  and  Cove  Brook.  There  are  no  trade 
effluents  of  any  discription  entering  the  steams.  The  effluent 
from  the  sewage  works  discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater, 
which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conservancy. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. — There  are  i8  pail  closets,  one 
privy,  and  lo  slop  water  closets  in  the  district,  the  remainder 
being  clean  water  closets. 

Scavenging. — There  is  a weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
by  the  Counnil’s  own  carts.  The  Council  have  a scheme 
under  consideration  for  erecting  a refuse  destructor. 

Stable  refuse  is  removed  by  the  occupiers. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  cleanses  the  six  cesspools  and 
four  pail  closets  in  the  cleansing  area,  the  few  remaining  out- 
lying cottages  cleanse  their  own,  under  the  Council’s  bye-laws.

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses. 

There  are  no  cellar  dwellings. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades. 

The  slaughterhouses,  of  which  there  are  five,  have  been 
regularly  inspected,  and  are  in  good  order. 

One  slaughterhouse  has  been  erected  during  the  year. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  all 
the  schools  is  satisfactory.  They  are  visited  by  me  from 
time  to  time.  All  scholars  suffering  from  infectious  disease 
have  been  excluded,  and  other  children  coming  from  infected 
houses.

(a)  Milk  Supply. — 

All  the  milk  produced  within  the  District  is  of  good 
quality  and  wholesome.  The  same  cannot  always  be  said  of 
that  imported  into  the  District,  but  steps  are  always 
immediately  taken  to  ensure  a pure  milk  supply  whenever 
impure  milk  is  discovered. 

One  sample  of  milk  imported  into  the  District  was  found 
to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  It  was  immediately  reported  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  District  where  the  milk 
wa$  produced,  who,  with  a Veterinary  Surgeon,  visited  the 
cowsheds  and  inspected  the  cows,  one  of  which  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  and  destroyed. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  have  authorised  me  to  call  in  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon  when  I think  it  advisable. 

Dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  are  all  frequently 
inspected,  and  kept  in  good  order. 

There  are  now  4 registered  cowkeepers,  22  registered 
dairymen  and  three  milkshops  in  the  District. 

One  applicant  for  registration  was  informed  that  the 
premises  in  his  occupation,  a greengrocer’s  shop,  were  unsuit- 
able for  the  sale  and  storage  of  milk,  and  the  application  was 
withdrawn. 

Another  applicant  was  registered  after  written  notice  from 
the  Inspector  that  he  was  acting  illegally  by  selling  milk 
without  being  registered. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  73  inspections,  and  I 
inspected  the  premises  as  occasion  required. 

(b)  Other  Foods. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  holds  the  Meat  Inspector’s 
Certificate  granted  by  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  and 
regularly  inspects  all  premises  where  foods  are  prepared,  stored 
or  exposed  for  sale. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  pounds  of  meat  and  fish 
were  seized  or  surrendered.  This  includes  two  carcases  of 
pork  and  four  pigs’  heads  affected  with  tubercular  disease. 

Three  formal  seizures  were  made  during  the  year.  In 
the  first  and  second  cases  a butcher  was  summoned  for  expos- 
ing for  sale  the  carcases  of  two  pigs,  from  both  of  which  the 
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Submaxillary  lymphatic  glands  had  been  removed.  Upon 
examination  the  Inspector  found  tubercular  disease  in  deep 
seated  glands.  He  was  fined  £*5  2s.,  including  costs  of  both 
charges. 

In  the  third  case  a hawker  was  fined  £i  los.  for  exposing 
a quantity  of  unsound  fish  for  sale. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  visits  were  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  butchers’  shops  and  slaughterhouses,  in 
addition  to  the  visits  made  by  myself. 

(c)  The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  administered  by 
the  County  Council.

General  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  in  houses 
considered  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  dampness  and 
general  dilapidations,  defective  roofs,  eaves  gutters ; fixed 
window  sashes  causing  insufficient  ventilation. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist  in 
other  dwelling  houses  were  structural  dilapidations  of  a minor 
nature,  together  with  foul  conditions. 

One  house  was  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owner  pending 
repairs. 

When  inspections  are  made  and  defects  found,  preliminary 
notices  are  first  served.  Then  if  the  defects  are  not  remedied, 
statutory  notices  are  served,  and  the  premises  are  re-inspected 
and  kept  under  observation  until  the  work  is  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Authority. 
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There  are  no  slums  of  the  nature  of  courts,  alleys  or  con- 
gested areas  in  the  District,  and  there  is,  generally  speaking, 
a sufficiency  of  light  and  air  about  the  dwellings.  There  are 
a number  of  old  cottages  which  were  erected  before  Urban 
powers  were  obtained,  but  these  are  gradually  disappearing. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  cottage  property 
owing  to  the  importation  of  mechanics  at  the  Royal  Aircraft 
Factory,  and  recently  the  conditions  have  undoubtedly  become 
acute. 

Eight  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with  during 
the  year.  In  each  case  notices  were  served  and  complied 
with.  In  two  instances  the  tenants  had  to  leave  the  district, 
being  unable  to  procure  a house. 

In  one  case  the  Inspector  reported  a house  of  ten  rooms, 
let  at  a rent  of  £^o  and  rates,  to  be  occupied  by  seven  families, 
chiefly  soldiers  married  off  the  strength.  The  rooms,  how-' 
ever,  were  large,  and  although  there  were  23  persons,  viz.,  14 
adults  and  9 children  in  occupation, ‘it  could  not  be  said  that 
the  house  was  overcrowded. 

The  chief  difficulty  is  the  soldier  who  marries  off  the 
strength.  His  income  being  limited,  he  is  unable  to  pay  the 
rent  of  a house,  and,  moreover,  he  does  not  require  more  than 
one  or  two  rooms,  as  in  many  cases  he  does  not  reside  in  the 
district  more  than  i2^months. 

The  occupation  of  large  houses  by  so  many  separate 
families,  although  not  overcrowded,  is  attended  by  risk,  as 
sanitary  accommodation,  etc.,  is  only  provided  for  one  family, 
and  there  is  danger  of  nuisance  arising  through  lack  of 
cleanliness  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  conveniences  and 
about  staircases  and  passages.  If  such  houses  are  allowed  to 
be  occupied  by  more  than  one  family  they  should  be  converted 
into  flats,  with  the  necessary  sanitary  conveniences,  sinks  and 
pantries  on  each  floor. 

The  effect  of  the  influx  of  labour  into  the  district,  which 
hitherto  was  practically  of  a residential  character,  has  been 
to  force  up  the  already  high  rents,  and  cases  have  been  reported 
to  me  by  the  Inspector  where,  upon  the  service  of  notices  for 
repairs  and  cleansing,  the  rents  have  been  raised.  Such 
actions,  together  with  the  increased  cost  of  commodities, 
increases  the  cost  of  living. 

Thirty  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  12  are  fairly  large  houses,  and  18  are  cottages 
suitable  for  the  working  classes. 
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Cove  parish  being  about  the  same  distance  away  from 
the  Balloon  Factory  as  the  working-class  portion  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District,  cottages  erected  in  that  parish 
will  tend  to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  Farnborough  Urban 
District,  especially  as  the  rents  are  lower.  In  my  opinion, 
the  inclusion  of  Cove  into  the  Urban  District  of  Farnborough 
would  go  a long  way  towards  getting  over  the  difficulty  of 
housing  of  the  working  classes,  and  also  would  be  a great 
assistance  in  protecting  the  milk  supply,  as  considerable 
quantities  come  from  that  district.

(c)  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

(1)  Staff.— 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  also  holds  the  appointments 
of  Inspector  of  Meat,  etc.,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops, 
Hackney  Carriages,  and  is  the  designated  officer  under  the 
Housing  Inspection  of  District  Regulations.  The  Council 
recently  appointed  a junior  clerk  to  assist  him  in  his  office 
work. 

(2)  Hospital  Administration. — 

There  is  no  infectious  disease  hospital  in  the  district. 
An  arrangement  exists  between  the  Farnborough  and 
Aldershot  Urban  District  Councils  for  the  reception  of  cases 
occurring  in  this  district  into  the  hospital  maintained  by  the 
latter  authority.  During  the  year  under  review,  20  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  4 of  Diphtheria  and  i Enteric  Fever,  occurring 
among  the  civilian  population,  have  been  removed  to  the 
hospital. 

There  is  no  hospital  or  sanitorium  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  district. 

(3)  Administration  of  Local  Acts  or  General  Adoptive  Acts. 

There  are  no  Local  Acts. 

The  following  Adoptive  Acts  are  in  force  in  the  district :

July  28th,  1902 — Infectious  Disease  (Prevention 
Act,  1890. 
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Two  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  P.H.A.A.A., 
1907,  to  pave  and  drain  back  yards. 

Twenty  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Infectious 
Disease  (Prevention)  Act  to  cleanse  and  purify  dwellings  after 
infectious  disease. 

All  the  notices  were  complied  with. 

(4)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  work  during  the  year. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Inspector  from 
shallow  wells,  and  three  from  the  Company’s  mains.  Three 
samples  of  well  water  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  domestic 
use,  and  two  were  found  to  be  polluted  with  vegetable 
organic  matter,  and  recommendations  made  that  the  wells  be 
cleansed  out  and  protected  against  further  pollution. 

The  five  wells  were  however  closed,  and  the  supplies  laid 
on  to  the  various  premises  from  the  Company’s  service,  the 
number  of  houses  affected  being  14. 

Seven  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  analysed  chemically. 

Three  samples  of  Company’s  water  were  taken  by  the 
Inspector  and  forwarded  to  London  for  bacteriological 
lamination,  and  in  each  case  the  reports  were  favourable. 

Seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and  in  each  case  a negative 
report  was  received. 

Thirteen  Swabs  were  examined  for  Diphtheria  Bacilli. 

The  bacteriological  work  in  now  undertaken  by  the 
County  Council. 

(d)  Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute  Infectious 

Diseases. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at  the  County 
Council  Schools,  Queen’s  Road,  early  in  the  year.  I made 
this  the  subject  of  a special  report,  and  recommended  that  the 
children  should  be  furnished  with  separate  receptacles  for 
their  pencils,  books,  etc.,  so  that  each  child  would  be  pro- 
tected from  this  source  of  infection. 

The  recommendation  has  not  been  carried  out  by  the 
Education  Authority. 
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There  was  also  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  North 
Farnborough  Schools  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  I made 
this  the  subject  of  a special  report,  pointing  out  that  mild 
unrecognised  cases  were  probably  the  source  of  infection,  and 
increased  the  difficulty  of  coping  with  the  epidemic. 

The  Council  supply  Anti-Toxin.  Swabs  are  forwarded 
to  the  County  Council  Laboratories. 

I have  myself  repeatedly  inspected  all  the  children  in  the 
Schools  with  a view  to  discovering  mild  cases.  Schools  are 
disinfected  upon  closure,  and  premises  and  bedding  upon 
removal  or  recovery  of  a case.  Ten  lots  of  bedding  were 
steamed,  and  lo  lots  destroyed. 

Notices  are  served  upon  the  parents  or  guardians  in 
regard  to  contacts,  who  are  seen  by  me  before  they  return  to 
school.  Children  who  are  sent  to  hospital  are  not  allowed  to 
return  to  school  for  14  days  after  discharge. 

Non-Notifiablc  Infectious  Diseases. — There  have  been 
epidemics  of  Mumps,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  and 
schools  have  been  closed  for  these  diseases.  School  intimation 
of  disease  are  made  use  of. 

(e)  Prevalence  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

20  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  Enquiries 
were  made  into  every  case  with  regard  to  the  patients  and 
their  surroundings,  and  other  members  of  the  family.  Printed 
instructions,  sputum  bottles  and  cups,  and  disinfectants  are 
gratuituously  supplied.  Sanatorium  and  hospital  treatment 
have  not  been  available,  but  a number  of  civilian  cases  have 
been  dealt  with  by  private  charity,  and  the  Military  cases  are 
dealt  with  by  the  Military  Authorities. 

(/)  Investigation  of  other  Diseases. 

No  other  diseases  have  called  for  investigation. 

(g)  The  Nofification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been  Adopted. 

The  Midwives  Act  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

(h)  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District. 

In  1901  the  total  population  of  the  district  was  11,499  ; 
in  1911,  14,199. 

The  population,  estimated  in  the  middle  of  1912,  was 
14,566. 
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The  number  of  births  registered  was  242.  The  corrected 
number  of  births  was  312,  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  21.4, 
which  is  lower  than  England  and  Wales,  that  being  23’8. 

The  illegitimate  births  number  9. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  89, 
the  corrected  number  was  119,  which  gives  a death  rate  of  8*1 
per  1,000,  as  against  i3'3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  was  83^3  per  1,000  births. 

'I'he  Zymotic  death  rate  was  '6  per  1,000.
